The ostensible object of the gather- 
ing is the purpose of hearing the 
report the committee cf five ap- 
pointed by the City Trustees to in- 
vestigate the water resources of South 
Pasadena, with a view w providing 
better fire protection, but, according to 
one person in close touch with what 
goes on here, the occasion will be used 
for the beginning of a three-cornered 
fight between the three factions of the 
city for and against disincorporation. 

As explained by this man, the larger 
part of the citizens of South Pasadena 
see the impossibility of trying to pro- 
vide the town with the public improve- 

mts they want. 

It would tax us to deat] to try to 
secure these things for ourselves,“ he 
said. “We are already saddied with 
a school debt beyond all reason. For 
instance, our school tax is 81 cents, 
against 4 cents in Los Angeles. We 
have an $80,000 High School that we 
don't need and won't have pupils to 
fill for four years.”’ 

It ig the intention of this group to 
work for disincorporation, and then 
ask to be taken into Los Angeles. 
There is another faction, not so large, 
that wants to have South Pasadena be- 
come a part of Pasadena. And those 
of the third, composed of the office 
holders and their ring, are ‘ready to 
fight the proposition, tootn and toe- 
nail, and stand for a “South Pasadena, 
one and undivided.” 
Those of the first faction point out 
that the town has reached the point 
where it is neither city nor country. 
It cannot go forward, unassisted, they 
say, and the only hope is for South 
Pasadena to crawl under the protect- 
ing wing of one of the larger cities. 
It is said that the report of the wa- 
ter committee Friday night will be to 
the effect that the idea of tiying to de- 
velop water in the town Is impractica- 
ble.

PART II: EDITORIAL, LOCAL AND BUSINESS SECTION 


DMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

Mr. Taft in his Columbus address 
expressed the opinion that to put a 
stop to unjust business methods used 
by trusts the best way would be to 
put the guilty officials in jail. The 
Hepburn-Dolliver act purposely re- 
placed the penal features in the law 
against illegal trusts, and added the 
provision that a term of imprisonment 
should accompany the fine. The ad- 
ministration had a good deal to do 
with the framing of the act, and no 
doubt the Department of Justice had 
something to say on this subject. It 
seems to have been considered neces- 
sary “to make the punishment fit the 
crime,” or to make the law effective. 
The proviffon of the law is neces- 
sary and it is just because it is_nec- 
essary.. To take the Standard 011 
Company as an example, the fine lev- 
led against it need not necessarily 
touch the stockholders. The trust 
could go on violating the law and 
make the public pay the fines by add- 
ing a cent or two a gallon to the price 
of oll, The consumer would pay only 
a “nickel” or a dime“ more for the 
five-gallon can, and Americans sel- 


dom make trouble about a little thing. 


Conceding, then, the propriety of 
the penal feature of this law to break 
up trust lawlessness, this provision 
should be enforced as is usual in ad- 
ministering other laws. If there are 
alternate or double penalties as the 
sanction of a law, it is usual to im- 
pose the fine alone in cases of first 
offense, and only resort to imprison- 
ment where the culprit is recalcitrant 


and refuses to reform. 


That for one thing. Another con- 
sideration is that in dealing with 
these cases the prosecution shall be 
sure to get the right person behind 


the bars. In these great business con- 
cerns administration is divided among 


a multitude of persons. It is impos- 
sible that any one of them should 
know all that is done by each of his 
associates. General orders from heads 
of departments are often so far mis- 
construed by subordinates as to pro- 
duce results far from anything con- 
templated. The over-zeal of subordi- 
nates often carries them much farther 
than their principals would approve if 
they had the whole course of proced- 
ure in view. 


Prosecuting officers, too, need to re- 


member that the laws are for the pro- 


tection of all the people, not primarily 
for punitive purposes, and that the 
law never contemplates vindictiveness 
on the part of those who conduct pros- 
ecutions. Another assumption of the 
law is that all who violate are equally 
guilty in proportion to the grossness 
of the offense and the times the of- 
fense is repeated. That is, the rank, 
standing, wealth or poverty of the cul- 
prit the law does not take into ac- 
count. No man should feel the hand 
of the law more severely because he 
is poor, neither because he is rich. 
This doctrine may just now be unpop- 
ular in some quarters,. but it is exact 
justice always and everywhere. 

There is a great rage just now to 
get “the man higher up.” The higher 
he is the greater the rage to “get 
him.” Get every guilty man and when 
he is got, let the law take its course. 
But in getting at “the man higher up” 
do not forget and pass unnoticed ten 
who lie in your way, guilty as the 
other, perhaps more so. It is poor 
administration of justice that passes 
by a burglar, a couple of highway rob- 
bers, a brutal bully beating an inof- 
fensive man and a red-handed mur- 
derer to get a man higher up who 
may be guilty of simple assault or of 
a mere breach of the peace. 

The Hepburn act was made to stop 
every man in America engaged in any 
method of business which unfairly 
stands in the way of a competitor: 
This law applies to the “leader” in a 
labor union who enters into a conspir- 
acy to tie up all the telegraph lines in 
the country as much as to the heads 
of the oi] trust, or of a railroad trust. 

Let us have one law for all men in 
America. Let justice still be blind as 
to the station in life of the man at 
bar, as to his garb, the amount of his 
bank deposits, or other matter extra- 
neous to the law, to its breach, or i 
observance. Anything short of this is 
not justice. And let not the govern- 
ment provide an immunity bath as 
wide aa the seas to dip half a hundred 
scoundrels in and proclaim them 
clean, for the purpose of “getting a 
case” against one man.

HE UNREPENTANT OFFENDER. 
“No rogue e’er felt the halter 
draw with good opinion of the law.” 
Standard Oil, tried fairly by a jury, 
convicted and sentenced, clamorously 
protests its innocence, complains that 
it has not been given a fair hearing 
and avers that it is a victim of vin- 
dictive politics. 
It is to be expected that the loser in 
@ case at law will dissent from the 
verdict, and that the convicted crim- 
inal. will pretend to believe that the 
jury and the judge were prejudiced 
against him. The police and the pros- 
ecuting attorney are always in a con- 
spiracy against lawbreakers. 
But Standard Oil's directors, in an 
official communication, made ostensi- 
bly to stockholders but ‘really to the 
public, exceed the latitude allowed to 
disgruntied convicts and make a direct 
attack upon the President and the 
government of the United States. They 
assert that the President made a wan- 
ton attack on Standard Oil in a mes- 
sage to Congress for the purpose of 
forcing the passage of a certain bill; 
that Commissioner Garfield made a 
false report to influence action on the 
Hepburn bill; that the administration 
issued a false report on pipe lines to 
influence Judge Landis while he was 
considering the Alton case; that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has congucted a “cam- 
paign of defamation” against Stand- 
ard O11.

Standard Oil has not helped its case 
before the public by its venomous at- 
tack upon the President and the Fed- 
eral courts. No more insane course 
could be conceived. President Roose- 
velit is doing only what the American 
people have been demanding of their 
public servants for years, and he is 
the first who has had a free hand to 
carry out the commands of the people 
and the moral courage to persist in 
the difficult duty imposed upon him. 
The plain people are back of him— 
the same sort of people who were back 
of Lincoln in his fight against inter- 
ests that were hostile to the integrity 
of the nation and the welfare of hu- 
manity. In full accord with President 
Roosevelt they regard this contest “as 
one to determine who shall rule this 
government—the people, through their 
governmental agents, or a few ruth- 
less, determined men, whose wealth 
makes them particularly formidable— 
because they are behind the breast- 
work of corporate organization.” 

There is one way by which offend- 
ing groups of “predatory capitalists” 
might avert the impending wrath of 
outraged law and secure for them- 
selves mitigation of penalties, and 
that is by frankly admitting their er- 
ror, abandoning their evil ways and 
conforming in good faith to the laws 
made for their guidance. What the 
people demand is correction of the 
wrong rather than vindictive punish- 
ment of those who have been a part 
of a vicious system. 

But Standard Oil will find that there 
is no tenderness in public opinion for 
hardy ard impenitent rogues who will 
not submit to the law.

AYLOR THE MAN OF THE HOUR. 
Never despair of the American peo- 
ple at the worst. San Francisco seems 
to be getting wide awake. There is a 
germ of patriotism stirring even in 
that city. Its latest and most impor- 
tant development is in a demand that 
Dr. Taylor, the Mayor ad interim, be 
nominated at the coming municipal 
convention for Mayor for a regular 
term. This is exactly what San Fran- 
cisco should do.

USINESS AHEAD FOR WEST. 
The presence of E. H. Harriman 

on the Coast calls up, not in a new, 
but in an emphatic way, the active 
business that lies ahead for the West 
for years to come. Wherever the 
railroad promoter goes he leaves be- 
hind him a trail of projects, eac 
to cost millions of money. : 

In San Francisco he told of the 
study the railroad is now making as 
to the best way of lowering the 
grades over the Sierras in order to 
make more effective the great traffic 
line that reaches from Chicago to 
San Francisco. If the mountains are 
to be tunneled, the cost, Harriman 
says, will be a matter of $30,000,000. 
He goes to Seattle and there outlines 
another scheme for improving the 
great traffic artery that reaches from 
Puget Sound through San Francisco 
and Los Angeles and on eastward to 
Galveston and New Orleans. Up in 
the great Northwest there are other 
millions to be spent in the work con- 
templated. Here in Los Angeles, be- 
fore he puts in an appearance, his 
lieutenants negotiate a bond issue of 
$20,000,000, more than one-third of 
which, it is stated, will be for the 
purpose of building a magnificent de- 
pot here in this city and piercing the 
hills westward with a great under- 
ground, conduit by which the coast 
trains may reach the center of the 
city more promptly and safely. 

Among other significant utterances 
of this leading man of business of the 
time is that electric development is 
to be the great feature of railroading 
in the future, and that this develop- 
ment is to be most marked on the 
Pacific Coast. As Thomas Carlyle 
was in the habit of saying, this is 
“significant of much.” To those 
gifted with the power of reading be- 
tween lines and between words, this 
would mean that this big bond issue 
just negotiated here in Los Angeles 
looks forward to an extension of the 
Los Angeles-Pacific electric railway 
system ‘indefinitely and probably to 
the northward. It does not require a 
prophet’s eye to see this road stretch 


through the Malibu « country up along 


tenants foretell for this rapid transit 
line, with a well ballasted roadbed 
and steel such as we are using on 
electric lines in this part of the 
country, a speed of forty miles an 
hour between here and San Francisco 
‘becomes possible. That means the 
journey in half a day, in the enjoy- 
ment of every known luxury of travel 
at the present time. The passenger 
traffic between the two cities would be 
reduced in cost and increased in vol- 
ume, and such an electric line would 
undoubtedly get nearly all ot 

These are only financial stiaws 
which show the way the industrial 
breeze is blowing all through the 
West. Mr. Harriman is but one of 
many of the great business factors of 
the time and region. Parallel with his 
Central Pacific line from Salt Lake 
to San Francisco, the Gould lines are 
pushing westward at the rate of a 
mile or two a day. It will be but 
a short time until this new transcon- 
tinental system will be in operation, 
another competitor for business in 
the freight and passenger traffic, and 
giving the Coast more frequent serv- 
ice.

None of these things seem 
sufficient to affect the growth and the 
progress of the great western coun- 
try, where people are engaged in 
“doing things,” not in betting upon 
the way things will go.

JAPAN’S FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


The Country in no Condition to En- 
gage in War With the United 
States. 

{William H. Brill, in Leslie's Week- 
ly:] There are those who believe that 
the time will come when America and 
Japan must fight for the mastery of 
the Pacific, but even if that time is 
coming, it is many years away. 
Neither country wants to fight now; 
neither country has any excuse for 


fighting. While the mastery of the 
PacifiCc may some day cause the two 
countries to appeal to arma, neither of 
them today has the slightest desire 
for war, and neither has the slightest 
thing to gain from war. Japan has 
her hands full in Korea and Man- 
churia, and America is not yet awake 
to the fact that her future lies in the 
Pacific. That talk of war is silly, be- 
comes evident if one makes even a 
cursory examination of the facts. In 
the first place, no one believes that the 
American government would precipi- 
tate war, but there are many who 
believe that the Japanese government 
in 


on a war a country 
ed ten The first was de- 
termination, the second men, the third 
equipment, and the other eeven money. 
Now, admitting that the Japanese as a 
nation possessed the first of these, de- 
termination to fight the United States, 
what of the other requirements? 

First, money. Japan's lack of money, 
if nothing else, would serve to prevent 
war at this time. In 1902 the Japanese 
national debt amounted to about $2165,- 
000,000, of which only $50,000,000 was 
held abroad. Today the national debt 
is approximately 000,000. two-thirds 
of which is foreign. In 1902 the total 
revenue of the government was about 
$147,000,000, and the expenditures were 
about $144,000,000. The estimated reve- 
nue for 1907 was $130,‘000,000, and 
the estimated expenditures $506,000,- 
000. This difference was to be made up 
in part by the floating of another loan 
of $100,000,000. On the foreign loans 
which Japan floated for the purpose. of 
paying the expenses of the war with 
Russia, interest is being paid at from 
4 to 6 per cent., and on her internal 
loans the interest runs from 5 to T per 
cent. Efforts are now being made to 
withdraw the 6 per cent. bonds and re- 
place them with bonds drawing only 
4% per cent. To secure ber enormous 
foreign ns, made at a time when 
Japan was fighting for her very exis- 
tence, the Japanese were forced to 
pledge most of their national income, 
their customs receipts and the re- 
ceipts of the tobacco and other mo- 
nopolies. 

With this financial showing, where 
could Japan obtain the money re- 
quired for a very long cost- 
ly war? The 
Russia came from America and Eng- 
land. In a war with the United States, 
what country is there that would take 
the chance of loaning Japan such an 
enormous sum as would be required? 
No matter how much sentiment there 
might be in Japan's favor—and there 
is at least one great power that would 
without doubt welcome such a con- 
deen a fail- 
ing of t grea uropean 
— it is from them, in the end, that 
the money must come.

BRUSH BURNING PROSECUTION. 


Monrovia Man le Accused of Having 

Started Fire Without Permission 

as Required. 

MONROVIA, Aug. 21.—RBill Johnson, 
proprietor of the Arcadia Inn, was ar- 
rested this morning, charged with 
burning brush without permission from 
a forest ranger, and his trial was set 
in Justice Holloway’s court for the 
Mn inst.

It is powerful testimony to the fact 
the railroads of the United States rec- 
ognize the force of the accounting 
provisions of the railroad rate laws of 
the first session of the Fifty-ninth 
Congress that with scarcely an ex- 
ception they have raised no objection 
to the searching and far-reaching 
questions relating to their holdings and 
their control which have been asked 
them by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 
In one instance a powerful holding 
company has refused to answer the 
questions asked it. It bases its re- 
fusal on the ground it is not a com- 
mon carrier. This is likely to result 
in a test case in the courts as to 
the rights of holding companies. | 
One of the questions relative to 
which the commission has secured in- 
formation, is what securities, with vot- 
ing powers attached, were outstapd- 
ing June 30, 1906, what amount of 
those the railroad itself held and what 
were held outside the railroad, Through 
this the commission will be able to 
ascertain the amount of railroad se- 
curities not held by the roads them- 
selves and in the hands of the public.

The Fifteenth National Irrigation 
Congress will convene in the center 
of what is probably the greatest 
single trrigable area on the Ameri- 
can Continent, and will consider what 
is certainly the greatest i tion pro- 
ject that the National Reclamation 


interior valley of California, the valley 
of the Sacramento and of the San 
Joaquin, is five hundred miles in length 
and comprises approximately ten mi- 
lion acres, an area so vast that even 
in their wildest enthusiasm—and the 
Reclamation Service officials are enthu- 
Silastic over it—they have had no 
thought of more than a mere beginning, 
at least for the present. 
The National Reclamation Service 
now in hand, twenty-five projects, 
that when completed, will irrigate 
3,198,000 acres. These projects will 
cost $60,000,000 and will provide farms 


in comfort and plenty a combined rural 
and urban population of 2,000,000, or 
one-fortieth of the entire present popu- 
lation of the United States. 

These projects mean the addition of 
a vast area to the cultivated lands and 
provision for a vast increase in the 
Population of the United States. So 
great is this prospective addition that 
it is a matter of immense importance 
to the people of the whole United 
States, for it means a large increase in 
the agricultural production, upon 
which the maintenance of our pres- 
ent prosperity so larg depends. It 
means new and greater’ opportunities 
for those who seek lands and homes, 
and new avenues of trade and com- 
merce. The importance of the addi- 
tion of such an area, devoted to the 
most intensive form of agriculture, can 
hardly be overestimated, and yet the 
total combined area of all these pro- 
jects is less than one-third that of 


California’s great valley. 


This valley extends in a northerly 
direction from the thirty-fifth to the 
forty-first parallel of latitude. Were it 
possible to transfer it to the same 
latitudes on the eastern coast, it would 
include the City of New York on the 
north end extend southward to Cape 
Hatteras on the coast of North Caro- 
lina, and include within its boundaries 
the cities of New York, Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Richmond, Norfolk and Raleigh.
